5 line 5-6 and 14, claim 7, lins 5-6, 15-16 and 19-21; claim 8, lines 5-6; and claim 19,lines 10-12 . It is unclear whether these changes 
contain new matter, and if "they result in the claims defining over the prior art. IT is noted that even if each of the limitations was 
previously considered in a previous Office action, none of the instant combinations of limitations was previously considered, and if an 
appeal was filed, new rejections/combinations would have to be made - but Office does not permit new rejections during appeals.
